: The recent movement towards the Right 
in Germany, as exemplffied by the result 
of the “ Princes’ plebiscite’ last week, is 
beginning to manifest itself in the speeches 
of some of the leaders of the old régime: 
Dr. Schnee, for instance, who before the 
war was Governor of German East Africa, 
and now is a shining light in the Inter-

tag, has issued a statement which challenges 
the British people’s right to hold the 
former mandatories 
of the League of Nations. Speaking at 
the East Africa dinner in London, on June 
llth, Mr. Amery, Secretary of State for 
the Colonies, referred at some length to 
the future of the Tanganyika Colony, 
which in pre-war days was known as 
German East Africa, He said that he 
wished to assure those people who seemed 
to think that Britain’s position as a 
mandatory Power in this territory was 
temporary and uncertain that they were 
completely mistaken. Britain, he declared, 
held Tanganyika not only under a League 
of Nations mandate, but also in her own 
right under the Treaty of Versailles; and 
there was no question of an uncertainty 
of tenure. He defined the position, so 
the League of Nations was con- 
cerned, which imposed 
certain rules of conduct on the mandatory 

» er, but added that “the foundations 
of the East Africa of the future are as 
sure and as permanent in Tanganyika as 
they are in any other East African terri- 
tory.” The fears of those who are expect- 
ing a return of German power, therefore, 
are groundless. There is no danger of

This frank declaration has enraged Dr.

The 
colonies were handed over to the Allied 
and Associated Powers, and it was they 
who requested the League of Nations to 
issue mandates for their good government. 
The question of their restoration to 
Germany never arose. It was recognised 
everywhere that Germany s colonial policy 
before the war had been merely a part 


person will deny its truth? The harm 
which many newspapers do to sport is 
twofold and far-reaching. They have put 
it on a pedestal to which it has no right 
in any rational scheme of life; and they 
are forcing upon it a publicity that soon 
may prove fatal to its most precious 
qualities.

Finally, since popular players attract 
large ““gates,’’ the financial side of sport 
is assuming an undue and demoralising 
significance. In the net result vast 
numbers of persons who <ught to play 
games, even badly, for their own health 
and amusement are content to watch 
games played exceedingly well by persons 
who make an actual or virtual business 
of them. We may hope that amateur 
sport will survive so long as the public 
schools survive; but, if some newspapers 
continue to have their way, the genuine 
amateur of cricket or golf or lawn tennis 
will have a diminishing inducement to seek 
representation of his country or . his 
county. Skill and the sporting spirit are 
casing to be the only conditions of success 
in games played before tens of thousands 
of spectators, under the lenses of whole 
batteries of cameras and the eyes of critics 
who do not hesitate to inform a player, 
in the first innings of a Test Match, that 
his age is beginning to tell. At this rate 
the salvation of the old, simple spirit of 
the game for the game’s sake may come 
to depend upon seclusion—upon the com- 
plete surrender of the public, gate-paying 
arena to the paid performer. Walter 
Hagen, the American professional, exhorts 
the young golfers of these islands to treat 
their pastime “the same as work.” It has 
become necessary, alas! to accept his words 
as a warning rather than as an insult.

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WHEN BRITAIN IS AT 
WAR. 
POSITION OF THE DOMINIONS. 


In its report of the proceedings of last 
year’s Inter-Parliamentary Conference at 
Washington and Ottawa, the Irish Free State 
Delegation pavs a warm tribute to the hospi- 
tality and kindness extended to it by the 
United States and Canadian groups, and the 
American people generally 

The Delegation was composed of the 
Speaker of the Dail (Mr. H. Hayes), Mr. P. 
J. McGilligan, Minister for Industry and 
Commerce; Mr. R. Mulcahy, and Mr. Thomas 
Johnson (leader of the Labour Party). The 
Sveaker and Mr. Johnson represented the 
Free State Group on the Council of the Union. 

At Washington a debate took place on the 
codification of international law, and Mr. 
Johnson proposed a motion asking that the 
Committee for the Study of Juridical Ques- 
tions be requested to give consideration to the 
position of the self-governing nations com- 
prised within the British Commonwealth, in 
the event of a war in which Great Britain 
was a belligerent, but as to which any or all 
of the self-zoverning States declared and 
maintained their neutrality. Mr. Johnson 
directed his remarks particularly to the posi- 
tion of the Dominions, and advocated the re- 
cognition by States outside the British Com- 
monwealth of the position that, when Great 
Britain was at war, other members of the 
Commonwealth were not necessarily at war 
also. 

Sir Robert Horne, the chairman of the 
Rritish Group, took strong exception to this 
view, which was supported by Mr. Mulcahy. 
The Canadian and Newfoundland Delegations 
did not intervene in the debate. 

A special meeting of the Council of the 
Union was held to consider the subject, and 
it was explained by the President and General 
Secretary that the Union could not discuss 
concrete problems as between States, but 
only general principles. Mr. Johnson agreed 
rot to press his motion to a vote at that 
Sonference, on condition’ that the Special 
Committee of the Union would take up the 
study of the matter in a general way in

PROSPECTS “AT IRISH 
RESORTS. 


Ww the coming of July, holiday 
thoughts gain greater point. 
People who can take holidays are of two 
kinds. Some can leave home only when 
children are clear of school. Others are 
free to choose their time. 
In Irish schools, other than a few where 
English ways are followed, examinations 
have hung heavy shadows over girls and 
boys for two or three weeks; but now 
‘“ breaking-up ” time is near, if not 
already here. 

July and August perforce are the 
months for family holidays. In how many 
households have trunks been brought out 
this week in readiness for the annual 
* trek ’’? 

Family heads must weigh costs with 
care. Cost of living on a chosen scale 
comes to much the same in one place as 
in another. It is in respect of fares that 
a difference is soonest made: a saving, if 
there must be one, or more spending :f 
means allow further range. 

For one person, difference in cost made 
by fifty miles or so of travel will not give 
pause for a moment; but multiplied, it is 
a factor that few heads of families can 
ignore.

ENGLISH TRAFFIC. 


Some loss of business must have ensued 
from these causes ; but, when all is cast up at 
the end, the loss may prove to have been of 
sma]l account.

i PARIS, Monday. 

2 ge Ministerial declaration which will 
i be read beíore Parliament to-morrow 
is expected to be more precise and infor- 
mative than is usually the case. It will 
contain an outline of M. Caillaux’s finan- 
cial proposals, which the Government hopes 
will satisfy the public demand for infor- 
mation until the text of the Bill is actu- 
ally before the Chamber. This, it is ex- 
pected, will be some time next week. 


POSTPONING DISCUSSION. 

It is announced that M. Briand will 
propose a date. after the bills have 
been tabled, for a general discussion of the 
Government’s financial policy, and the in- 
terpellations with regard to it which have 
been submitted. He is anxious that the 
discussion to-moirow should be curtailed 
as much as possible, for there are two bills 
on hand which must be voted before the 
end of the month in order to wind up the 
account for 1925. 

He wishes the discussion of them to 
begin to-morrow so that they may be 
polished off without undue haste. A 
further advantage of postponing the dis- 
cussion of the declaration until next week 
is that the committee of experts will have 
issued its report by then, so that the 
material for a financial debate will be 
complete. 

DEBT PROBLEM. 

It is expected that prominence will be 
given in the declaration to the Govern- 
ment’s intention to begin the settlement of 
the debts to the United States and Great 
Britain as soon as possible, as a first step 
towards the stabilisation of the franc. M. 
Caillaux has given up most of his time to 
this question.

UTTAWA, Monday. 

Mr. Mackenzie King startled the House of 
Commons immediately at the opening of its 
sitting this afternoon by annguncing that 
shortly after noon to-day he had advised His 
Excellency the Governor-General to dissolve 
Parliament, but that Lord Byng had declined 
to accept that advice. 

‘he Prime Minister added that 
immediately tendered his resignation. 
therefore. moved that the House 
adjourn forthwith. 

The announcement came like a bolt from 
the blue to a packed House. Every member 
was present, and the galleries were crowded. 

“NO GOVERNMENT.” 

On Mr. Mackenzie King’s motion for the 
adjournment the Conservative leader, Mr. 
Meighen, inquired if any arrangements had 
been made for concluding the session, but 
objection was taken by the Liberal members 
that the motion to adjourn could not be 
debated. 

After a brief period of cross-fire on this 
point, the Premier added, in response to a 
suggestion by Mr. Meighen, that there should 
be a conference between himself and the head 
of the Government relative to the further 
work of the session. “ At present there is 
no Government. I am not Prime Minister, 
and can only speak as a humble member of 
the House, and it would be improper for 
anyone to discuss anything until His 
Excellency has an adviser.” 

The motion to adjourn was’ then carried 
without further discussion, and an excited 
House rose, .both sides gathering round their 
respective leaders and cheering vociferously. 

THE DECISION. 

The Liberal Government’s decision to re 
sign was taken at a Council meeting at mid- 
day, after Lord Byng had declined to grant 
a dissolution. 

The’ Government was virtually sure that it 
would meet with defeat in “he House of Com- 
mons on the censure resolution in connection 
with the disclosures of the Committee which 
recently inquired into the Customs and Ex- 
cise irregularities, and had failed to secure 
the support of two or three.

In proposing a | vote of thanks to the 
Governor-General fo. having distributed the 
prizes, Lord Glenayy expressed regret at the 
absence of Lady Ardee, who took such a 
very great interest)in the Institution. While 
they regretted her absence, they mourned for 
the cause of-it,.ant] tendered to both herself 
and Lord Ardee their heartfelt. sympathy. 
(Hear, hear.)

to fill the place oí Lady Ardee by the 
Governor-General, who had paid them a very 
gracious complimest in coming to distribute 
the prizes. (Applausc.) Though ashamed of 
the mumber. of times he had asked His Ex- 
cellency to come to functions of -that. sort, 
he had never once asked in vain, 
re. was also in their midst a very dis- 
tinguished = Irish’ soldier — General Sir 
William Hickie—(agpplause)—and he thought 
that they would agree that-he was in his 
right place in. coming to encourage them in 
the work of the Drummond Institution, Since 
he ceased from a¢tive participation in the 
war, General Hickie had ben un- 
sparing of imself in promoting 
the interests: of the ex-Service men 
and their families m every way in his power, 
and he (Lord Glenayy) felt sure that the same 
spirit induced him to come to see them that 
afternoon, (Hear, hear.) ' 

The purpose oí the Drummond Institution 
was, perhaps, beginning to be forgotten in 
Ireland, and he would like to remind them 
that in 1864 it was established here. The 
reason for it was this: The Royal Hibernian 
Military School had been established in 1764, 
and at that time it was intended for the recep- 
tion of boys and girls, the orphans of British 
soldiers. Owing to the difficulty in placing 
girls in positions in after-life from the 
Hibernian Schqgol and the corresponding school 
in England, both institutions ceased to take 
m girls. 

In 1855, at a public meeting, the then Duke 
of Wellington called attention to the non- 
provision for the girl orphans of. British 
soldiérs, and described it as agdisgrace. He 
made an appeal, the result of @rich was that 


as the Soldiers’ Daughters’ Home, and it was 
still in existence. The Duke mentioned that 
there were no less than 250 orphan daughters 
of British soldiers in the workhouses: of Tre- 
land, and this excited public opinion in this 
country to such a degree that in 1864 a 
public meeting wag held and the result was 
the present school. (Applause-:) 

“Among” the first governors “appointed in 
1864 to. manage the institution there was a 
i well-known citizen, Mr. John Robinson, pro- 
prietor, at that time, of the Daily Azprese, 
and his brother was Serjeant Robinson; one of 
His Majesty's Counsel, and a leading Jawyer 
o& his day. These two brothers never gave 
up. their interest in the institution, and to-day,

Their conduct 
was a source of edification to the people of 
that little village nen the school was 
situated there.” He j: ined with the Chairman 
in his expression of the appreciation of the 
services of Lady Ardee and of sorrow at the 
cause of her absence. Lord Dunraven was a 
noble Irishman, and there was no good Irish 
eause that he did not assist with hand and 
heart. He lived life of usefulness, of 
patriotism, and of sincerity. They assured 
Lady Ardee of their heart-felt sympathy. It 
would be aways a melancholy pleasure to him 
to remember the visit that he paid to Lord 
Dunraven last summer, almost to say farewell 
to him; for he had then reached a very great 
‘ ec. . 

From what Lord Glenavy had said, it was 
clear that the institution had been prudently 
and carefully managed. It had been entirely 
dependent on the endowment of the late 
Alderman Drummond, a well-known member 
of the Dublin Corporation, and it was a noble 
tribute to the trustees that they had been 
able to carry on and help those in need or in 
want. It gave him pleasure to look back 
and be able to say that he had never heard 
a single complaint of any kind in the nature 
of proselytism. The school was open to girls 
of every religious denomination, and during 
the whole time he had lived in Chapelizod he 
had never heard anything but praise by the 
local priests for Miss McAlister, the Matron, 
and the management of the institution.

IN THE BARRACKS. 

Guard Hayden, who was stationed at Mala- 
hide in April, stated that on the 12th he re- 
turned to barracks at 9.55, and, on seeing 
McCabe in the day room, asked him how he 
was. 

McCabe replied: “ It is all up with me now. 
I am going to Mountjoy in the morning, and 
it is all over the pants I have on me.

On analysis these were 
found to contain pieces of a buckle, a safety 
pin, small pieces and strips of metal, nails 
and charred fabric.

Galway on Friday, which had ‘for 
the passing’ of a series of resolutions 
ing the demand for fair treatment for 
Connacht Cotlege, states—‘‘In the 
sterner competition of our times, its medical] 
school: is hampered by the lack of local 
hospitals.” We feel sure that it was merely 
a clerical error that resulted in thus giving 
to your public a completely erroneous idea of 
the present status of the Galway Medical 
School. So far from suffering from a lack 
of local hospital facilities, we are really 
proud of the hospital facilities we have. Up 
to January, 1922, there was a county hospital 
in the City of Galway, with an average of 
sixty beds, and a Union Infirmary containing 
about 160 beds. In January, 1925, the new 
Central Hospital was completed, and the 
resent. hospital facilities in the City of 
alway ate as follows. The Central Hospital 
proper contains a ible bed accommodation 
of ; the fever wing, situated in the same 
grounds, has accorimodated in a fever 
epidemic 70 patients ; the inaternity wing has 
a total capacity of 20 beds. This brings. the 
accommodation capacity of the whole hospital! 
to 328 patients. At. the moment the old 
Union Infirmary is being renovated, and this 
will give additional bed space of at least 
56 beds. Jn all, when the building operations 
are conclided, we should have a possible total 
accommodation of 3564. 

The Central Hospital serves an area of 

1,519,699 acres and a population of about 
182,224 people. Cases are brought in by 
ambulance service from all parts of the 
county, In the hospital are found now all 
the departments expected in a general metro- 
politan institution, and the numbers available 
at the moment from the last report of the 
Galway Board of Health, indicating the extent 
to which the hospital was availed of, are as 
follows. The total number of intern patients 
treated in the year ending March, 1925, was 
from all sources 2,865. The number of 
patients actually in the hospital varies to 
some extent according to the prevalence or 
abserice of fever epidemics, a fair average 
being 250. 
- As to the equipment and possibilities of the 
institution, the departments are medical, 
surgical, midwifery and gynecology, ophthal- 
mology’ and otology, throat and nose, 
X-Ray, electro-therapeutic, pathology and 
massaye. The: pathological department com- 
be three different sections—bio-chemical, 
acteriological, and accommodation for 
animals used for inoculation and experiment. 
The surgical department can command two 
operation theatres fitted with the most 
modern equipment. The electro-therapeutic 
section has acquired, in all, apparatus for 
ionic medication, diathermy, artificial sun- 
light, radiant heat, a Bergonie chair, and aa 
excellent and modern X-Ray apparatus. ‘he 
maternity wing has a newly-built labour 
ward, and in the year 1924-1925 treated 100 
mothers for usually abnormal conditions. A 
steady increase has been noted in the number 
of poor married mothers seeking admission to 
this department. 

As regards facilities for, students, every 
department in the entire hospital is available 
for instruction and clinical teaching. Lectures 
are held every morning for two hours during 
term time, and students are permitted and 
encouraged to study the most modern methods 
of laboratory diagnosis. Uulike the custom 
in Dublin hospitals, attendance at clinical 
lectures is compulsory, and a roll is called 
every morning. In addition to the tuberculosis 
patients of every variety in the hospital, the 
students have the Woodlands Sanatorium, 
consisting “oí 3) beds, and the tuberculosis 
dispensary also available. Mental diseases 
are studied in the Mental Hospital in Ballin- 
asloe, where there are at present about 1,500 
inmates. A representative of the Rockefeller 
Institute recently paid an official visit to 
Galway Medical-School, and expressed himself 
both surprised and pleased with the hospital, 
and stated that Galway showed more signs of 
progress and a greater rate of development in 
medicine "than did any other centre in the 
Free State. ’ 

The aim of this letter is to point out that 
there is a very considerable difference between 
the condition of Galway to-day and that of 
six. years ago. The, dispensary. doctors 
throughout the county take a very lively and 
helpful intérest in the expansion of medicine 
as a whole, and our further development must 
Je entirely á matter of earnest endeavour on 
the..part of the medical men of Galway, and, 
more iniportant. still, of provision of adequate 
‘fands' to carry on a scheme so definitely 
"modern and ambitious. At present we suffer 
“from financial depression, and-the public have 
contvibited, through the media oí bazaars 
and flag-day collections, the’ greater part of 
the money’ which has supplied us with our 
more modern appliances.—Y ours, etc.,

Sin,—Although the words were not reported 
in the Dublin papers, Mr. Hogan, in his 
speech at Galway, made the extraordinary 
statement that the foundation of a Faculty of 
Agriculture in University College, Galway, 
would involve the appointment of seventeen 
new professors at a cost of £10,000 a year 
and an initial capital expenditure of £60,000. 
Can Mr. Hogan be suffering from megalopsia 
or was he merely trying to frighten the tax- 
payer? He must have had a very poor 
opinion of the intelligence of his audience. 

I have just searched through the Univer- 
sities’ Year-book for 1926, and I fail to find 
such a wonderful array of professors of agri- 
cultural subjects even in the richest univer- 
sities of England, Scotland and Wales. 
Taking the wealthy University of Cambridge, 
admittedly the scientific centre of England, I 
only find six professors, two lecturers and 
four readers dealing with agricultural sub- 
jects, and three of these, the Professors of 
Botany, Zoology and Physiology, are evi- 
dently engaged also in the departments of 
Pure and Medicine. ‘To take Uni- 
versity College, Bangor, North Wales, which 
is more on a par with Galway, but has twice 
as many students, I find only one professor 
and five lecturers on agricultural subjects. 

We may take it that the compulsory sub- 
jects for a degree in Agricultural Science 
would consist of the following :— General 
Agriculture as well as Mathematics, Mathe- 
matical Physics, Experimental Physics, 
Uhemistry, Botany, Zoology, Geology, Bac- 
teriology, Pathology and Accountancy, as far 
as these subjects apply to Agriculture. Now, 
we have already in University College, Gal- 
way, professors dealing with all these 
branches of science except General Agricul- 
ture. The majority of them have assistants. 
The others might need assistants if a separate 
agricultural course were required of them. A 
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new Professor of General Agriculture and, 
perhaps, three or four lecturers to deal with 
special branches of the subject would be re- 
quired, but where is there any sign of the 
requirement of the wonderful sum mentioned 
by Mr. Hogan? The transference of the 
Athenry farm would obviate any large capital 
expenditure. Whence, then, the figure of 
£60.000 ? 

The neglect of Connacht since the inception 
of the Saorstat has not been confined to Uni- 
versity College, Galway. The Ministry of 
Education is establishing preparatory colleges 
for embryo teachers. Two of these were to 
be in Dublin, one in Munster, one in Con- 
nacht, and one in Tireonnell. All are being 
established this autumn except the one in 
Connacht, which is apparently being post- 
poned until the Minister for Finance can find 
a pretext for cutting it out on the score of 
economy. The excuse now is that no suit- 
able building is available; but we read a few 
days ago that, if it becomes necessary to 
build a new Frotestant College in Dublin, the 
work will in the meantime be carried on’ in 
some existing building. Why cannot the same 
be done in Connacht? There are scores of 
derelict mansions in the province, and long 
ago the committee of the Connacht College 
offered the use of their colleges at Tourma- 
keady and Spiddal. As in the case of the 
schemes of University College, Galway, the 
receipt of the offer was not even acknow- 
ledged. 

When the Belgian sugar manufacturers 
visited Ireland they were conducted through 
Leinster and Munster, but Mr. Hogan’s De- 
partment took care that they did not look 
beyond the Shannon... Perhaps, Connacht is 
not suitable for beet-growing, but at least 
Mr. Hogan. might have allowed the Belgians 
to judge for themselves. When foreign 
journalists visited Ireland last year they were 
conducted by Government officials through all 
the beauty spots of the South and East, but 
were allowed to go away without hearing of 
Connemara, Achill, Lough Gill or the moun- 
tains of “dark Donegal.’ Connemara is left 
out of the tourist road scheme. 

After all Mr. Hogan’s oratory, we are still 
in ignorance whether the Government is real! 
in earnest about the Gaélicising of the Col. 


lege, or whether it put up the suggestion in 
expectation the governing hody 


would refuse it, and thus gfford a plausible 
pretext for closing the College.

COMMISSION. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMBS. 

Sir—The statement made by the Rev. Dr. 
Coffey at the Catholic Total Abstinence Con- 
gress, as reported in to-day’s paper, that the 
Liquor Commission refused to hear Mr. 
Dunne’s evidence, does not contain ‘‘ the 
truth, the whole truth and nothing but the 
truth.” The facts are that, begmning on 
April 20th, 1925,. the various temperance 
associations in Ireland presented their evidence 
to the Commission. In the middle of May, 
after the temperance evidence had closed, Mr. 
Dunne sent in a request to be heard, ac- 
companied by a summary of his evidence, 
which only repeated evidence already given 
by other temperance witnesses; and, more- 
over, showed a complete ignorance of the 
existing law concerning clubs and other 
matters. His only fresh ecntribution to the 
discussion was a pamphlet entitled, “Jf we 
didn’t manufacture alcoholic drinks,” which 
contained illuminating proposals for the com- 
pulsory conversion of Irish breweries and 
distilleries into industrial alcohol plants and 
mineral water factories. 

These proposals were, unfortunately, outside 
the scope of our terms of reference. For 
these reasons we did not consider that any 
useful purpose could be served by hearing 
Mr. Dunne, but we subsequently heard the 
Rev. J. Flinn, S.J., and other temperance 
witnesses, who had fresh evidence to give of 
a practical nature. I may add that we also 
refused to hear several witnesses representing 
the drink trade, whose evidence would have 
been a mere repetition. If we had heard 
everybody who desired to give evidence, we 
should probably be still sitting.—Yours etc.,

CIVIL SERVICE APPOINTMENTS. 


The Hon. Miss Macnaghten, Hon. Secre 
tary of the Irish Women Citizens’ and Local 
Government Association, writes :'— 

“ The attention of my Association has been 
drawn to a recently published statement re- 
garding the attitude of women to the Civil 
Service Regulation (Amendment) Bill. It is 
stated that there is dismay among the re- 
presentatives of women at the success of a 
certain number of men in recent examinations 
for writing assistants and typists, two of the 
lowest grades in the Service hitherto confined 
to women. On the contrary, this Association 
expressed to the Minister for Finance and to 
his representative on the Civil Service Com- 
mission satisfaction that on these two 
occasions equal opportunities for both sexes 
had been taken advantage of in the lowest 
grades in the Civil Service. 

‘The impression seems to be that the object 
of the women who opposed the Civil Service 
Regulation (Amendment) Bill is to retain 
the lower grades in the Service for women. 
while securing for them full opportunities to 
enter the higher ranks. 

“I am directed by my Association to 
affirm, what has been previously pointed out 
on several occasions, that the Irish Women 
Vitizens’ Association stands by the Constitu- 
tion, and asks nothing more than equality of 
opportunity for men and women for entrance 
to all grades, as is provided by the Civil 
Service Regulation Act, 1924, at present on 
the Statute Book of Saorstat Eireann. '' 


ALLEGED FRAUDULENT 
CONVERSION. 
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STOCKBROKER AND CLIENTS’ 
MONEY. 


In the Guildhall, London,  vesterday, 
William C. Gulby (50), stockbroker, was 
charged with the alleged fraudulent con- 
version of moneys stated to have been en- 
trusted to him by clients for the purchase of 
stock. After evidence of arrest had been

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To Luther nothing was more holy than 
loyalty to one’s own judgment, illuminated 
with the Word of God, and to truth per- 
ceived. 

A member of the Jesuit Order must uever 
say to the Superior, “ So and so is good; ' 
he should always express himself in a con- 
ditional way, “ If it is so and so.” The most 
important thing of all was perfect resoluteness 
of obedience. 


ABSOLUTE CONSISTENCY. 


The absolute consistency of Ignatius was 
shown in three peculiar: phenomena, which 
stood in immediate, though not expressed, 
connection with the doctrine of obedience. 
The first was that the fathers must not accept 
ecclesiastical dignities. The Jesuits may not 
accept responsible offices, but certainly they 
may accept all positions where they can 
exercise influence without being responsible. 


In the second place, it followed from the 


doctrine of obedience, that no place was left 
for personal independence or spontaneous 
utterance, but all the more for prudence, 
which also took a prominent place im the 
instruction and letters. of Ignatius. 

Luther, on the other hand, without reserve 
or caution, or fear, opened’ his 
spoke freely from his heart; in his letters and 
elsewhere. 

The second originality of Ignatius was that 
the ascetic training of the inner life 
should serve the hierarchical institution. 
Mystical training was made a servant of the 
Papal institution. 

The third original feature of Ignatius was 
the democratisation of mysticism. His exer- 
cises were a control and a gymnastic training 
of the religious life, but the originality lay in 
their unjversality. He would not for a 
moment dream of characterising Ignatius of 
Loyola as the Roman Catholic ideal, as such ; 
hut what flowers in that garden were more 
beautiful, more noble, more rich in love and 
charm and other Christian virtues than St. 
Francis and the rest of his followers ?
